BUILDINGS

HE extraordinary demand for office 
space within the restricted area of 
New York’s financial district and the 
consequent development of the office 
building into its present stupendous and 
amazing proportions are well within the 
memory of the present generation. ‘To re- 
adjust his canonical ideas to fit the inexor- 
able demands of commercial requirements 
within so short a space of time, the resources 
of the architect have 
been taxed as prob- 
ably never before. 
It is surprising to 
note in surveying 
the field of office 
building —architec- 
ture how few stages 
the design of these 
structures h ave 
gone through and 
with what direct as- 
surance the modern 
and fairly well ac- 
cepted types were 
consummated. 
After having es-

tion—and office building exteriors are but 
the decorating in suitable proportions of a 
skeleton of steel and concrete or terra cotta 
—it seems to afford a happier solution than 
any other. (We are speaking now, of course, 
of the classic type of office building.) <Ac- 
cording to the taste of the designer, deep 
shadows and ponderous weight may be se- 
cured without great sacrifice of window 
space, or in the use of a flat pilaster treat- 
ment reveals may be reduced to their mini- 
mum and a character of lightness obtained. 
It is evident that a strict application of 
logic to the problems of the base course is 
impossible, and that at best a compromise 
has to be effected between the apparent 
functions of the base as a sustainer of the 
mass above and its real function as a piece 
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of decorative design. The use of the orders 
seems to satisfy the modern designer more 
than any other solution of this difficult prob- 
lem. It gives, as has been noted, a wide lati- 
tude in its design and yet maintains a sem- 
blance of the original ideas of sustaining sup- 
port inherent in the column that cannot alto- 
gether be shaken off. Perhaps the problem 
is not ultimately to be solved in this fashion, 
and yet it is so definitely a part of the 
modern American tendency towards classic- 
ism that it is difficult and indeed almost im- 
possible to design this type of building with- 
out some recurrence to it. 

The cornice of the order—assuming then 
that one is employed—may take on a variety 
of forms, a favorite variation being the in- 
troduction of windows into a_ broadened 
frieze. Incidentally all sense of the classic 
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frieze with its quiet continuation is lost, but 
a brilliancy of shadow is introduced into it 
by the regular repeats of windows that com- 
pensates for the loss. 

As for the order itself an attenuation from 

















academic proportions is necessary in certain 
forms of pilaster treatment which, when seen 
from a diagonal point of view, tend to in- 
crease in bulk. These certain cases include 
rather the use of isolated piers than the ap- 
plication of pilasters to a distinct wall sur- 
face behind them. The proportions of the 
column are of course invariable, but these, 
too, in place of being made too heavy look 
better when kept fairly light. When viewed 
in their relation to the shaft above, heavy 
columns appear stunted and out of relation 
to the soaring lines of the building. 

Besides the order, further horizontal sub- 
divisions are effected by the introduction of 
the “plate-bande” dividing the space defi- 
nitely into stories or by a secondary order 
showing only in corner pilasters. The fill- 
ing in of the window spaces gives occasion 
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for the use of iron work, now simply molded 
and again elaborated with flat modeling. 
Occasionally the requirements of the client 
bring into use show windows on the ground 
floor, either as shop fronts or a modified type 
of the same, their purpose being to provide 
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well lighted interiors in narrow and dark 
streets. Even projecting windows are some- 
times used for this purpose, namely to secure 
as much of the direct light from the sky as 
is possible. It is not surprising to find that 
in narrow streets the lines of all cornices and 
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string courses are greatly suppressed since 
all these features cut off light that is a direct 
financial asset. 

In the new Equitable building and in sev- 
eral other recent commercial structures in 
down-town New York, there has also been 
a virtual suppression of all base moldings 
and projecting breaks along the sidewalk 
line, which is primarily due to commercial 
necessity, but interestingly enough the effect 
is pleasing rather than otherwise, and since, 
owing to the enforced proximity of the ob- 
server to the building, it is impossible to 
judge heavy breaks and moldings in the 
same relation that is possible in drawings, 
this clean and uncomplicated sidewalk line 
is full of suggestion. 


Besides the use of the order, base courses

may be designed in the form of a flat or rusti- 
cated basement wall pierced by openings. 
This particular type presents a very possible 
solution when show windows are to be intro- 
duced in the ground floor, and it has been 
made very effective in certain New York 
buildings which although not used strictly 
speaking for office purposes still retain a 
close enough resemblance to the type to 
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make them valuable as suggestions to the de- 
signer. The use of plain ashlar rather than 
of broken rustication is to be advised, there- 
by avoiding the difficulties into which the lat- 
ter system leads. 

Another effective solution may be roughly 








suggested by the use of an arcaded treat- 
ment, the arches springing directly from the 
walls without employing intervening mold- 
ings. A reference to one of the accompany- 
ing illustrations may assist the reader in vis- 
ualizing what is meant; this building is, how- 
ever, conceived along Gothic rather than 
Classic lines, and a greater latitude permits 
these arches to take a very practical shape. 
Sometimes a combination of order with 
arcade may be introduced successfully, a 
motive that breaks distinctly the monotonous 
horizontal lines of the usual street architec- 
ture. As in all commercial architecture, 
office buildings too frequently appear as if 
nothing but the straight edge and T-square 
were used in their design and any divergence 
from this monotony is welcome. 

The motives of Gothic architecture with 
their freedom and their tendency towards 
verticality seems still comparatively neg- 
lected by the more prominent architects. In 
the hands of the ordinary commercial 
builder-architect, Gothic becomes a thing to 
be mourned over; but Mr. Cass Gilbert for 
one has put so notable a stamp upon several 
of his office buildings by a masterly rendi- 
tion of the Gothic style that it may be de- 
manded why a wider use has not been made 
of it. The arguments in its favor have been 
stated time and again and it would be out 
of place to repeat them here, but such really 
notable examples should stand as sugges- 
tions for other designs rather than isolated 
tours de force. 

In all cases the need for a vast amount of 
interior light and for uniform window space 
are the factors which dictate to the designer. 
A very hopeful trend towards a more 
esthetic type of office building may be 
noticed. The elimination of heavy and mean- 
ingless breaks, and the simplification of mo- 
tives, are all part of the process of evolution 
that is going on.

THE PROPER RELATION OF VOIDS 
AND SOLIDS 


N an editorial of some length appearing 
in The Builder, of London, the subject 
of the proper relation and disposition 
of solids and voids is discussed in a most 

interesting manner. 

That no structure where this proper rela- 
tion is ignored can by any means be redeemed 
from failure is probably recognized by ‘archi- 
tectural designers everywhere. 

The following is quoted from the editorial 
referred to: 

“In the gradual evolution of architectural 
form the tendency has been to increase the 
ratio of voids to solids as the necessity of pro- 
tection from attack and from external heat 
and cold became lessening factors. ‘The in- 
vention and use of glass gave the builder ad- 
ditional freedom from restrictions hitherto 
affecting design, while the increase of seden- 
tary occupation with the growth of civiliza- 
tion made additional window space neces- 
sary. If we exempt our medieval churches, 
in which windows were primarily used for 
the decorative opportunities which they af- 
forded for the display of colored glass and 
tracery, we may say that the date of a build- 
ing might be roughly ascertained by the ratio 
of solids to voids. But sound generalizations 
on such subjects are difficult to make, for a 
number of other elements affect the ques- 
tion, such as climate and style. We can say 
at once that openings in a southern climate 
are smaller in size than those in the north, 
because the light is more intense, and there 
are in addition the requirements of different 
styles, each of which demands a ratio of its 
own. But even within the limits of the same 
general style wide variations are possible. 
For example, the palaces of the Florentine 
Renaissance. are buildings in which solids 
preponderate greatly over voids, while in the 
Venetian Renaissance a different ratio holds 
good, and it may be said the effect of each is 
equally satisfactory to the eye. It is doubt- 
ful if the possibilities of the Venetian Renais- 
sance as a foundation from which to develop 
a type of architecture suited to the business 
quarters in our great cities have been suffi- 
ciently considered, for the front of a typical 
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Venetian palace, like that of a fifteenth-cen- 
tury church, may be described as a screen of 
stonework filled in with glass.” 

The process of assimilating detail based 
on a past age and rendering it applicable to 
modern building design is one of extreme 
difficulty. Except in the work of the most 
skilled designers, such attempts have often 
resulted in utter failure. The unsatisfactory 
character of much of modern design, where 
these incongruities of adaptation appear, has 
provoked discussion from time immemorial. 

To quote further from this discussion of 
a most important topic: 

“The greatest difficulty in modern design 
arises from the fact that, while detail based 
on that of a past age may be perfectly appli- 
cable to modern buildings, the ratio of solids 
to voids, on which all depends, must be radi- 
cally altered. The mullioned window is very 
adaptable, for, like an agglomeration of cells, 
it may be built up to fill varying spaces with 
satisfactory effect so long as the proportion 
of the units of which it is composed are 
pleasing. The Gothic church window, with- 
in fairly wide limits, may be made shorter 
or longer, as desired, and give an equally 
good effect. But in the case of a Classic or 
Renaissance window or door opening the 
limits of width and height within which it can 
be varied and please the eye are very small, 
and the spacing of openings becomes a prob- 
lem requiring nice adjustment. It is almost 
impossible to lay down rules for this proper 
spacing, for, with the exception of the car- 
dinal axiom that voids should be vertically 
over or under one another, every canon is 
broken with good effect in some exceptional 
vase or other. ‘Thus the general rule that the 
outer angles of a building should be marked 
by a greater width of solid wall than the in- 
termediate divisions between openings is 
negatived by the satisfactory effect of certain 
Renaissance examples where the reverse ob- 
tains, while pleasing effects may result from 
increasing or decreasing widths and heights 
of openings in the successive stories of a 
building. The arched opening framing the 
windows of successive tiers of floors or fram- 
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ing one large window with a smaller mez- 
zanine window over has its use and value in 
Renaissance design, for by using it in the 
right manner an appearance of sameness 
can often be eliminated, and such methods 
may be described as a poetical setting of 
utilitarian facts. Again, a succession of 
similar openings divided by narrow intervals 
is unpleasant, but, if window space is re- 
quired, harmony can frequently be obtained 
by still further reducing the intervals till we 
have the effect of an open space divided up 
by pilasters or columns, and if the necessary 
voids are many it will probably be right to 
consider the wall as a screen set in an en- 
closing frame.” 

Domestic architecture has been considered 
the most satisfactory phase of modern Eng- 
lish practice, and the reasons for this are set 
forth to the following interesting manner: 

“The reason why our domestic architecture 
is more satisfactory in its general character 
than any other branch of modern design is 
that in it the solution of the problem of solids 
and voids is usually an easy one, the small 
amount of height to be dealt with and the 
frequent adoption of some type of design on 
which mullioned windows may suitably be 


employed eliminating difficulties which are 
felt at once by the architect of public and 
commercial buildings. Even so, it will be 
found on critical examination that our best 
modern houses owe most of their effect to the 
same cause—the due relation of solids to 
voids; and this is especially noticeable when 
the design in question is one of a marked 
traditional type, for we notice at once that 
an increase of the ratio given to window 
space makes it impossible to get the effect 
required. We find that while the mullioned 
windows afford us a latitude known with no 
other, and we can extend it lengthwise, a 
little additional height which may be re- 
quired for purposes of lighting and ventila- 
tion is impossible if harmonious effect is 
aimed at. We can if we will increase the 
height of our windows, but must do so by an 
additional tier of lights above a transom, for 
to increase the height of a single tier of 
lights will spoil the effect of the design. 
And, having adopted a double tier system be- 
low, it is frequently found that single tiers 
of lights for a bedroom floor fail in effect. 
With other types of design it will be found 
that both heights and widths of windows 
have to be most carefully considered and ex- 
actly proportioned.”

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INCREASE IN NUMBER OF PLANS FILED 
SEEMS TO INDICATE REVIVAL OF BUILD- 
ING THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 


HAT a return to normal conditions 
in the building field is imminent 
seems probable from building statis- 
tices recently gathered covering the 
first two weeks of September. Although in 
these figures are found a slight decrease in 
the total estimated value of building opera- 
tions throughout the country, a decided in- 
crease in the number of buildings to be 
erected more than offsets the difference in 
cost. 
This increase in number is held to indicate 
a more active movement on the part of those 
erecting buildings to sell, and this element, 
which has not been active in construction 
work, except perhaps on the Pacific Coast, 
for the past three years, is generally the first 
to take action preceding a building boom. 
Perhaps the greatest factor contributing 
to this improvement in the building field is 
the ability of the operator to secure funds for 
his operations at comparatively low cost. 
Money is said to be more readily available 
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than it has been for a matter of three or four 
years. Another contributing cause is to be 
found in the fact that in practically all lines 
of building materials an upward movement 
of prices is indicated, if it has not already 
actually taken place. 

In the face of these conditions it would 
seem that the obvious course for any person 
to pursue, if construction work of any char- 
acter is contemplated within the next five 
years, is to undertake it at once, and thus 
secure not only the benefit of the low prices 
which now obtain, but also the increased 
value which will almost certainly attach to 
the property as soon as it is completed, by 
reason of the demand which always accom- 
panies renewed activity. 


FEATURES OF THE PROPOSED NEW YORK 
STATE CONSTITUTION OF ESPECIAL 
INTEREST TO ARCHITECTS 


PATHY, perhaps more than any 
other assignable reason, is respon- 
sible for the inadequacy of many of 
our laws. ‘To this prime cause 

might well be added, however, that of selfish- 
ness. The average man is so busily engaged 
in his own personal affairs, and so com- 
pletely absorbed by the thing immediately 
confronting him, that in rare instances does 
he seem to realize the importance to him of 
political measures affecting the state at 
large. If this apathy, apparently pervading 
the entire citizenship of the country, could in 
some way be dissipated, there would be less 
difficulty in securing legislation and revision 
of constitutions benefiting the masses, and 
much more difficulty in placing upon the 
statute books laws that benefit the few at the 
expense of the many. 

Certain provisions of the proposed new 
constitution for the State of New York 
afford food for thought along these lines. 
These provisions, framed with much care 
and beyond question devised in the interest 
of the people, should, it would seem, com- 
mand the support of every citizen, but unless 
some means are found of arousing interest in 
them to an extent that will make the advan- 
tages to the individual appear large and im- 
mediate, there is grave doubt as to their 
being adopted at the coming election. 

At the present time it is even doubtful 
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whether these provisions are known to a large 
number of the people in the state, except in a 
somewhat hazy way; but no one can doubt 
that certain special interests affected are 
keenly alive to these matters, and equally 
keen to defeat them. 

Since the proposed amendments referred 
to will directly affect the work of architects 
and the owners of buildings, it may be well 
to enumerate them here. What is perhaps 
the most important of them, at least to 
owners, is that one authorizing the towns, 
villages and cities of the state to take title to 
property that has proven to be dangerous to 
the health or safety of the public, and to dis- 
pose of the same subject to restrictions that 
are believed to be in the public interest. 
Here is a real safeguard for every commu- 
nity, and one that will unquestionably prove 
a check on the careless landlord, either indi- 
vidual or corporate, who is demonstrably 
lacking in civic pride or consideration for 
the rights of others. 

Another and very important amendment 
relates to the establishment of building 
zones. It provides for the division of cities 
into residential, industrial and commercial 
zones, and prohibits the invasion of any of 
these with buildings that are not strictly in 


the class prescribed. The value of such a 
building law cannot well be over-estimated. 
In every large city of this country are to be 
found examples of trespassing which work 
injustice to the residents or occupants of 
certain districts. 

A third amendment provides for the legal 
control of building heights. This and the 
preceding amendment, when taken together, 
would appear to furnish positive protection 
against the invasion of any locality of a city 
by buildings of a character foreign to it, and 
if enacted will afford some responsible assur- 
ance to property owners that their interests 
are not subject to depreciation without 
redress. 

The great importance of these amend- 
ments to all persons interested in improving 
the character of cities and stabilizing values 
‘cannot be denied, but they appear to possess 
unusual interest for New York architects. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that members of 
the profession will use every legitimate 
means at their command to obtain their 
adoption, and thereby make it easier to 
secure the adoption of similar measures in 
other states. Only the apathy of a majority 
of the people directly concerned will prevent 
such a result. 
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THE BEAUTIES OF 


* HE long time which passes before 
man discovers the magnitude of 
his heritage” is, we believe, due 
more to our methods of education 

than it is to the necessity for the accumula- 

tion of years to appreciate its value. 

That we are prone to “look with unseeing 
eyes” is doubtless true, but if a larger part 
of our education was in the training of our 
powers of observation and visual analyses, 
we should not have to wait until the mature 
age of thirty before we were able to appre- 
ciate the beauties of things out of doors. 

Close observation begets education. This 
habit of studying things before us is one that 
grows with use. It brings large rewards in 
knowledge, and takes the mind out of those 
“hum-drum” and prosaic channels that lead 
to mediocrity. 

In fact, a part of the time spent in class 
rooms could, it is believed, be used to better 
advantage if the pupil would go afield with 
a well-trained teacher and, in the open book 
of nature, learn to read the universal lan- 
guage that is, after all, the medium of all 
expression both in and out of doors. 

In a recent review in The Architect and 
Contract Reporter, of London, the apprecia- 
tion of the beauties of the countryside is dis- 
cussed in the following graceful manner: 

If Nature is a book which is sealed to many 
people, there are far larger numbers who, 
while delighting in opening it, are unable to 
read a word of the text and can do no more 
than mutely gaze at its beautiful pictures. 
It is a curious fact that so few of us can with 
any ease put into words the very genuine 
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pleasure which a fine view, or still less, a 


noble building, affords. When such an at- 
tempt is made the result generally proves 
so discouraging and is almost always so un- 
pleasantly self-conscious that it is not per- 
sisted in. One obvious reason for this back- 
wardness in the matter of facile self-expres- 
sion is that the necessary qualities have never 
been developed. Particularly are detailed 
observation and analysis needed. To say, 
and mean, “I like this view” comes readily 
enough. Very few go on to reflect what it is 
that particularly appeals to them. Of course, 
it would be an unmitigated nuisance if we 
were all to rhapsodize vocally over each prim- 
rose by the river’s brim and fall into the kind 
of extravagances which Gilbert pilloried in 
“Patience.” Of that there seems no danger 
for a long time to come. 

Mr. Hilaire Belloc, in one of his earlier 
essays, deplores the long time which passes 
before man discovers the magnitude of his 
inheritance. How many men, he asks, have 
discovered before thirty what treasures they 
may work in England’s air. “She magnifies 
us inwards and outwards; her fields can lead 
the mind down towards the subtle beginning 
of things; the tiny iridescence of insects; the 
play of light upon the facets of a blade of 
grass. Her skies can lead the mind up in- 
finitely into regions where it seems to expand 
and fill, no matter what immensities.” Un- 
fortunately not even at thirty is it given to 
every one to make this wonderful discovery. 
Consequently each of these unfortunates 
goes to the grave without any idea of the 
treasure they were heir to and which would 
have been theirs for the asking.

Masons for Washington Memorial 
The General Grand Chapter, Royal Arch 


Masons of the United States, has selected 
Washington for the next triennial con- 
vention and indorsed the proposed plan of 
Washington-Alexandria Lodge to erect a 
$500,000 memorial building at Alexandria 
to be dedicated to “George Washington, the 
Mason and Man.” 


To Improve Rural Architecture 

A very commendable effort on the part 
of the State of Kansas to improve the rural 
architecture throughout that State would 
seem to be indicated by the appointment of 
Mr.-W. A. Etherton as professor of rural 
architecture in the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College. 

Minnesota, through its State Art Com- 
mission, has already taken steps to improve 
the design of farm buildings in that State, 
and this action on the part of Kansas, fol- 
lowing so soon, is, we trust, but the forerun- 
ner of a similar movement, nation-wide. 

It is beginning to be thoroughly appre- 
ciated that if we are to continue the tradi- 
tions and associations of farm life, there 
must be more attractive elements surround- 
ing the daily routine of an agricultural 
vocation. 

Movements of this nature are so very com- 
mendable that it seems certain they will meet 
with a large measure of success. 


Influence of Land Forms on 
Architecture 

A subscriber to The Architect and Con- 
tract Reporter, of London, has written a 
letter to the editor of that journal, in which 
he contends that architecture in certain 
localities is strongly influenced by dominant 
land forms. 'To support his contention he 
forwards a sketch plan of the Nile delta, 
and directs attention to its similarity in form 


to the pyramids, which, he believes, were 
suggested by this conical form. 

He is equally insistent that the dominant 
land forms in Italy have suggested the 
columns, towers, arcades and even such 
smaller objects as vases and candelabra, and 
that in the round towers of Ireland are to 
be found examples of this principle that are 
worth studying. 

The underlying principles of this theory 
are so well recognized that it is usual to read 
in programs of competitions that the style 
chosen must harmonize with the environ- 
ment, but this correspondent has apparently 
carried the subject to an extreme that calls 
largely on the imagination. 


An Unfortunate Cause Sometimes 


Produces a Desirable Effect 


The scarcity in Bavaria of the metals used 
in the manufacture of ammunition has 
moved the principal Bavarian art societies 
to issue a joint appeal to the public. The 
people are asked to sacrifice for the national 
welfare such copper, brass and nickel ob- 
jects that are inartistic and not worthy to 
be kept either as heirlooms or for purely sen- 
timental reasons. 

This appeal is not directly made to the 
individual alone, but it carries a suggestion 
to communities to the effect that there can 
without doubt be found many monuments 
and other so-called “objects of art’ that 
could with propriety find their way to the 
melting pot. By this means a two-fold ob- 
ject would be served: aiding the government 
in its hour of need and ridding the com- 
munity‘ of atrocities for which, heretofore, 
no sufficiently urgent reason for their de- 
struction could be found. 

Here perhaps we may find one of few 
instances where war has its compensations. 
While we should deplore a similar condition 
in this country, we feel that we could view 
with much satisfaction any popular move- 
ment that would consign to oblivion much of 
our so-called “monumental art.” 
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‘‘The Studio’’ Year Book 


The Studio Year Book of Decorative Art, 
published yearly by “The Studio,” Ltd., 
London, Paris and New York, is this year, 
as in previous years, a most interesting and 
instructive record in the field of art in Great 
Britain and the United States. 

Architects in America who are more ac- 
tively engaged in the line of domestic archi- 
tecture will find this 1915 year book of 
considerable suggestive value. Articles on 
small country houses and cottages are con- 
tributed by M. H. Baillie Scott, H. Inigo 
Triggs and Sydney R. Jones. ‘The illustra- 
tions in color are particularly well executed, 
while the many half-tones, illustrating the 
best phases of recent work, are fully up to 
the high standard already set by this annual 
publication.

To Regulate Use of Drawings 


A joint agreement, it is stated in a recent 
issue of T'he Southern Architect and Build- 
ing News, between the Cleveland chapter. 
American Institute of Architects, and the 
Builders’ Exchange, has been made regard- 
ing the use of drawings and specifications. 
This agreement was brought about as a re- 
sult of certain abuses in this connection. 
In accordance with the agreement, invited 
bidders will be furnished free use of one copy 
of drawings and specifications, subject to 
such conditions as the architect may impose. 
The architect may require a deposit for 
copies of drawings and specifications taken 
from his office, but the money shall be re- 
funded when they are returned in good con- 
dition. Prospective bidders may obtain 
drawings for exclusive use at the net cost 
of production. Other regulations establish- 
ing fixed rules are also contained in the 
agreement which will be printed with a view 
to having the same generally observed in 


Cleveland. 


An Important Legal Decision 


The decision announced by the Appellate 
Term of the New York Supreme Court in 
the case of Thompson & Frohling v. Mar- 
seillaise French Baking Company, 147 New 
York Supplement, 402. Plaintiffs, a firm 
of architects in New York City, sued for 
$700 as compensation for preparing plans 
for a building to cost $125,000, appears to 
be of interest. 

Defendant company defended the suit on 
the ground that its president, with whom the 
contract was made, had not expressed or im- 
plied authority to contract concerning so 
expensive a building when the capital stock 
of the corporation was only $10,000, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the land on 
which it was proposed to erect the building 
did not belong to the company. 

The Appellate Term sustained this de- 
fense, declaring that the making of such a 
contract was not within the scope of the 
president’s general authority, and_ that 
plaintiffs were bound to take notice of the 
limitation upon his authority in this respect.

Philadelphia’s Proposed Convention 
Hall Has Not Yet Found a Site 


Another site for Philadelphia’s much-dis- 
cussed and long-delayed Convention Hall 
was proposed at a recent council meeting in 
that city. Indecision in this matter, of course, 
retards the proposed improvement. 

It appears that generally approved civic 
betterments in most of our large cities must 
run the gauntlet of machine politics and be- 
come so saddled with all sorts of measures 
as to practically overshadow the original 
scheme. Notable examples of these condi- 
tions are not difficult to find. 


The New York County Court House 


It is regrettable, in the opinion of Con- 
troller Prendergast, that the matter of the 
proposed New York County Court House 
should have become surrounded by imposed 
conditions that halt the progress of the work 
on account of the enormous cost, thus im- 
periling the future of this very desirable 
project. 

The original intent of the legislative act 
that created the Court House Board was 
merely to provide a court house suitable for 
the needs of the courts and the judges who 
served them. The sole mandatory provision 
of the law was a prohibition not to erect a 
court house within a public park. At the 
time the law was framed there was believed 
to be a concerted effort to invade the city 
parks for building sites, and this provision 
was, it is claimed, introduced to prevent this 
court house being placed in any of the parks. 

Following the creation of the board, and 
prior to the award in the competition, the 
idea of a civie center, which would include 
in its buildings the new court house and 
other city, state and federal buildings, was 
broached and received hearty approval from 
both citizens and public officials: The 
national and state governments did not, how- 
ever, approve of the proposed partnership 
in sites, but the possibility of acquiring for 
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the proposed civic center land that would 
wipe out Chinatown and other undesirable 
and congested sections caused enthusiasm 
for the project and the determination of the 
city to proceed in the matter. 


Condemnation proceedings for the acqui- 
sition of just the land for the court house 
site were early found to be extremely costly. 
That certain class of speculative interests 
that are ever alert to take advantage of the 
city’s necessities have been, and are yet, much 
in evidence. The enormous and unexpected 
cost for just the court house site showed how 
impracticable it would be to continue along 
the lines of acquiring land for a civic center. 
The cost of the court house site and the great 
contemplated cost of the building has caused 
the Real Estate Board of New York to 
enter a most vigorous protest. That body 
urges that the project be abandoned, giving 
the reasons that in its present much changed 
form it is not feasible, that it is extrava- 
gantly costly, and that in the existing state 
of its finances the city cannot afford it. 


Southern California Chapter, A.I. A. 

The eighty-fifth meeting of the South- 
ern California Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects was held at Los An- 
geles on Tuesday, June 8, 1915. 

As guests of the chapter were present, 
among others: Mr. Charles H. Alden, from 
Seattle; Mr. Park M. French, of Denver, 
Colo.; Mr. John W. Mitchell, an honorary 
member of the chapter. 

The regular order of business was set 
aside for the purpose of listening to a talk 
by Mr. Elmer Grey. Mr. Grey spoke on a 
trip made through France and Italy, and the 
talk was illustrated by stereopticon views. 

The committee on city planning reported 
that the committee was endeavoring, as far 
as possible, to co-operate with the council- 
manic committee relative to the formation 
of a city planning commission and other 
works along similar lines; that it was the 
intention of the chapter’s committee to carry 
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on this work, offering their services to the 
Board of Freeholders, under whose guid- 
ance a new charter is being prepared. 

For the committee on contracts and speci- 
fications report was made that the work of 
formulating a uniform specification, sched- 
ule of unit prices, and standardized list of 
materials, had been accomplished by the 
committee and the Electrical Association, 
and further recommended the endorsement 
of the chapter on the work done. The chap- 
ter voted to render the endorsement re- 
quested by the Electrical Association. 

For the committee on resolutions on the 
death of Mr. W. S. Eames, Mr. A. F. 
Rosenheim presented a report. This report, 
together with a resolution attached, was 
adopted by the chapter, and in accordance 
with the terms of the resolution the acting 
secretary was instructed to send copies of 
the same to the relatives of the deceased, to 
the St. Louis Chapter, A. I. A., and further 
that these resolutions be spread upon the 
minutes of this chapter. 

Under the head of unfinished business, the 
matter of adopting the institute’s canons of 
ethics was presented, but by resolution this 
action was deferred until the next meeting. 

Mr. Park M. French, a member of the 
Colorado State Board of Architecture, in 
a short talk outlined the work of the State 
Board of Architecture in the State of Colo- 
rado. 


Stonehenge May be Sold 


Stonehenge, the most famous of British 
ruins, dating back to the Bronze Age, is, it 
is stated, to go under the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer in September next. The property in- 
cludes 6,400 acres of farm land, the estate 
of the Antrobus family. The principal build- 
ing is Amesbury Abbey, past which flows 
the River Avon. The property to be sold 
is located in a corner of Salisburv Plain, and 
includes a considerable portion of the ancient 
town of Amesbury. 

Stonehenge—literally “hanging stones” 

is the remains of a ereat prehistoric struc- 
ture. It consists mainly of a circle of vast 
stones, nearly half of them now prostrate, 
averaging about fourteen feet in height 
which originally supported a number of 
huge horizontal stones. There is an inner 
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circle of smaller stones, and within this circle 
several pairs of huge stone columns arranged 
elliptically. The exact purpose which the 
great structure originally served has never 
been definitely established. 


El Paso Adopts the Design and 
Plan of Dallas’ Court House 


What may perhaps be the first important 
step towards the much discussed standardi- 
zation of public buildings is the action of the 
El Paso, Texas, authorities in deciding to 
reproduce in that city in design and plan 
the court house recently built in Dallas. 


Proposed American Tour of 
Panama-Pacific Exposition 
Foreign Pictures 

Mr. John W. Beatty, director of the Car- 
negie Institute of Art at Pittsburgh, has, 
it is stated, proposed that at the close of the 
Panama- Pacific Exposition about 250 paint- 
ings by foreign artists be selected to make 
a tour of the museums of the United States. 

This plan, if carried out, would serve the 
very good purpose of affording the large 
number of art lovers who have been unable 
to visit San Francisco an opportunity to 
view the best of the foreign pictures. 

It is doubtful if there has ever before been 
collected in this country so representative a 
collection of the work of modern foreign 
artists. Its exhibition as proposed would 
have an educational value and create an in- 
terest in good art wherever exhibited. 


University of Notre Dame, Indiana 

The quarterly Architectural Bulletin 
(October, 1914) has been received. The 
studies for the four years’ course are set 
down, and the program in architectural engi- 
neering is stated. The department of archi- 
tecture at Notre Dame is under the direction 
of Professor F. W. Kervick. 

A number of illustrations of student work 
in design are included in the quarterly.

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Florida Association ‘of State

The third semi-annual meeting of the 
!‘lorida Association of State Architects was 
held at Atlantic Beach, June 9th and 10th. 

As these summer sessions are intended 
more as social gatherings than business meet- 
ings, there were no elections or important 
matters undertaken. 

‘There was, however, considerable discus- 
sion as to the effect that would probably be 
produced by the recently enacted state law 
regulating the practice of architecture.

In the May 19th issue of THE AMERICAN 
Arcuitect there was illustrated, along with 
other exhibits at the recent Chicago Archi- 
tectural Exhibition, St. Luke’s Church at 
Evanston, Ill. It now appears that the 
attribution of the design to Messrs. Lowe & 
Bollenbacher was incorrectly made in the 
official catalogue of the exhibition from 
which we copied the title. 

The late John Sutcliffe designed the 
church and at the time of his death in 1913 
had carried the work of construction to 
about the third stage. By arrangement, 
Messrs. Lowe & Bollenbacher brought the 
work to completion.

The Oakland, Penna., Board of Trade 


has adopted a report urging the adoption of 
a more liberal building code, so that in- 
vestors may build houses in Pittsburgh for 
rental to families of moderate means on a 
profitable basis. The report was prepared 
by a committee on housing. It sets forth 
that Pittsburgh is at a disadvantage in the 
matter of building as compared with the bor- 
oughs surrounding it. The latter are able 
to build low-cost houses for 25 per cent. less 
than their cost in Pittsburgh, because of 
what are alleged to be unreasonable require- 
ments. A change in the laws, doing away 
with some of the requirements which add to 
the cost of houses, would operate, it is 
claimed, to produce a building boom in Pitts- 
burgh. 

The building laws of Pittsburgh, as they 
now stand, are asserted to have been framed 
with a view to the erection of mansions 
rather than of moderate-cost homes. Re- 
quirements which are all right in the one case 
are not suitable in the other.

THe Encuish Parish CuHurcn. An ac- 
count of the chief building types and their 
materials during hine centuries, by J. 
Charles Cox, LLD., F. S. A. Full cloth, 
818 pages.

This book sets forth in a most compre- 
hensive and instructive manner, the origin, 
development and aims of the old English 
Parish Church. It goes even further than 
this, as it takes the reader through sections 
of what is perhaps the most alluring part of 
England, and while it entertains in a pleas- 
ing way, instructs in what is today, and has 
been for many centuries, an important fea- 
ture of the English rural landscape. 

To quote from the introduction: “The 
Parish Church is England’s finest and most 
characteristic contribution to medieval art. 
These old churches form a vast series of 
grand monuments of English vernacular 
craftsmanship at a time when the capacity 
to produce works of great artistic value was 
far more widely spread than at later periods. 
Parish churches, especially those of country 
districts, were centers during the Middle 
Ages, not only of those religious devotions 
for which they were consecrated, but also of 
English community life in its various 
aspects.” 


It is easy therefore to appreciate the 
spirit of veneration in which the English 
people regard their parish churches, and to 
comprehend why these edifices should have 
been erected and maintained with the utmost 
solicitude, for they represented the point 
about which revolved every detail of the 
daily life of the parish. They served in earlier 
days the purposes now supplied by the town- 
hall, the “church house” or “institute,” and 
were the social centers of their respective 
communities. 


To every one within the sound of its bells, 
the parish church held a meaning, as some 
tangible thing that was the material home of 
the spiritual life of the people. 

Mr. Cox has truly an alluring subject, and 
he has availed of all his opportunities. 

The book is divided into five chapters, the 
introduction, the plan of the parish church, 
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architectural styles, materials, and some sug- 
gestions on what to note in an old parish 
church. The main interest in the work to 
architects, and to architectural students (to 
the latter this book should prove of great 
value), is the chapter on the plan. This 
chapter sets forth the progression by periods 
from the earliest known form, of simple 
quadrilateral nave and sanctuary, that had 
its origin after the Norman conquest, and 
saw its most pronounced development and 
amplification through the 12th, 13th, 14th 
and 15th centuries. 

This chapter in itself is a valuable con- 
tribution to the discussion of early ecclesias- 
tical architecture.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 





Renewed Agitation for Razing of 
Old General Post-Office, 
New York 


The question of the razing of the post- 
office building now located on the southern 
half of City Hall Park, New York, is again 
being discussed, and many arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of the removal of a structure 
that is undoubtedly an architectural reproach 
to the city. Heretofore the principal reasons 
advanced were the encroachment on a 
much-needed park area, the “blanketing” 
on the south of the City Hall, and the ugli- 
ness of the structure. ‘These reasons, largely 
esthetic, have apparently had but little, if 
any, weight with officers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Other and more potent reasons, perhaps, 
for the taking down of the building are now 
being advanced, and the most important is 
that as a post-office it has outlived its use- 
fulness. 

The erection of commodious sub-stations 
at the Pennsylvania and Grand Central 
terminals has resulted in relieving the old 
post-office building of much of the work that 
had been previously carried forward there. 
In fact, the use of this building is now more 
largely devoted to legal business of the Fed- 
eral Government than it is to post-office 
service. 

In view of these conditions, it has been 
proposed that the Federal Government seek 
a site in the new civic center, where a well- 
designed and adequate post-office building 
might be erected. In fact, this idea was part 
of the original scheme when the County 
Court House site was determined. Lack of 
cooperation on the part of the Federal Gov- 
ernment was, at that time, responsible for 
its abandonment, but it is not too late, how- 
ever, to revive this scheme for a new post- 
office building on a new site. 

Meanwhile, the original proposition, the 
desirability of removing the present general 
post-office, for esthetic reasons, should not 
be lost sight of. 


It is fair to assume that intelligent citi- 
zens will be agreed that this architectural 
monstrosity should be torn down in order 
that the City Hall, probably one of the best 
examples of Georgian architecture in this 
country, should have a setting befitting its 
importance. Under present conditions this 
very fine building is dwarfed by the tower- 
ing structures that hem it in. With the un- 
sightly post-office removed, and its site re- 
stored to City Hall Park, conditions would 
be created resulting to the city’s advantage 
in many ways. 


A Model Mining Camp 

If present plans are carried out, Tyrone, 
New Mexico, will, it is claimed, be one of the 
novel mining camps of the country. 

Press despatches state that Mr. Bertram 
G. Goodhue, architect, on his return from a 
recent visit to the Coast, visited Tyrone in 
company with one of the owners of the camp 
with a view to studying the possibilities of its 
architectural dev elopment. 


The plans under consideration include a 
civic center, the erection of a hospital, hotel, 
gymnasium, library and other public build- 
ings around this civic center. The homes of 
the miners will be especially designed for 
their comfort and for their convenience as 
well as being artistic and appropriate in de- 
sign to fit the landscape here. 


Chicago Does Not Want a ‘‘Sky- 


aper’’ Post-office 
scraper’ Post-offic 


There is apparently a wide-spread dis- 
satisfaction among those in Chicago most 
directly interested in the best features of 
the proposed civic development plan as to 
the action of the Government in proposing 
the erection of a lofty post-office building. 

“The press dispatches announce unoffi- 
cially that Louis Simon, supervising archi- 
tect of the Government, has received a re- 
port recommending such a structure, from 
officials whose recommendations have the 
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weight of decisions,” 
the Chicago Plan 


Wacker, chairman of 
Commission. 

“This is unbelievable. Chicago has asked 
for a building that will be a harmonious 
member of a group of fine structures. 

“Our plan contemplates railroad termi- 
nals of handsome proportions in the vicin- 
ity of the proposed post-office site. These are 
to be beautified by terraces to the river and 
other architectural and landscape ornamen- 
tation. We hope to make the post-office the 
keystone of this group. But if the Govern- 
ment thrust upon us a square, unsightly, 
longitudinal structure, built for utility alone, 
it will show utter disregard for Chicago’s 
rights and needs, and manifest the same in- 
difference to civic beauty that sends Ameri- 
‘ans to Germany, France and other foreign 
countries for their sight-seeing. 

“While we plan boulevards, drives, ter- 
‘raced river, lake fronts and other elements 
of physical beauty for Chicago, let us hope 
the Government will not be too niggardly 
to contribute its share. 

Other members of the commission are 
quoted as saying they do not believe the 
administration has ignored the plea of Chi- 
cago for a handsome post-office covering 
two blocks in order to serve plans of 
economy. 

If the advance announcement is officially 
verified, they intimate that they will ask 
Congress for its modification, so the original 
plans may be carried out. 


St. Louis Chapter, A. I. A. 

The proposed Central Traffic Parkway in 
St. Louis has, it is reported, been quite vigor- 
ously opposed by the St. Louis Chapter of 
the Institute. 

A new general plan has been outlined by 
architects of St. Louis which they consider 
superior to the one previously proposed. 

This commendable professional activity 
in affairs involving civic betterments and 
general plans for future development will, 
it is hoped, receive the consideration to which 
it is entitled. Similar action throughout the 
country would prevent blunders, enhance 
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the beauty of cities and be a means of pre- 
venting much wasteful expenditure of 
money.
